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Battersea Park is one of London’s chief pleasure 
grounds. It is a huge expanse of 180 acres in extent, 
formerly a marshy meadow, but now drained and laid 
out with turf, walks and drives, together with a fair-sized 
but shallow lake, whither in summer evenings flock the 
youth of the locality to indulge in boating of various 
descriptions. 
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
